ing the finny monster. Every man be¬ 
longing to a boat has his particular duty 
to perform, for instance, the boatsteerer. 
His duties ai-e manifold, he has full 
charge of the boat, and has to see to 
ri "8 in g and equipping her for service, al¬ 
so that she is kept perfectly clean, the 
rowlocks in proper order, the oars in their 
proper places on the thwarts, his har¬ 
poons, lances, boat spade, knives and 
hatchet sharp and bright ; in short he is 
held responsible for the safe keeping and 
proper welfare of everything that per¬ 
tains to the particular boat of which he 
is the boatsteerer. Many, no doubt, in¬ 
fer from the name that the boatsteerer. 
steers the boat, when in pursuit of the 
whale ; if .they think so they are labor¬ 
ing Tinders great mistake, for the only 
time that he lias charge of the steering 
oar is after he has harpooned the whale. 
His place, ordinarily, is in the bow of 
the boat at his particular oar, 
until he is told by the ollicer who steers 
and commands the boat to “stand up and 
look out for him,” which is a technical 
term denoting tho presence of a whale 
very near the boat, and that the boat¬ 
steerer must hold himself in readiness to 
obey the next order, which if opportuni¬ 
ty offers, is to “give it to him solid.” 
The boatsteerer at this command, takes 
up hi3 harpoon from its rest in the head 
of the boat, poises it for a moment in 
mid-air, and then hurls it with all the 
strength and precision he is master of, 
deep into the body of the luckless mon¬ 
ster, which, to show his appreciation of 
the tender kindness bestowed on him, 
throws his massive fluke* high in the 
air, thereby deluging with torrents of 
salt water his merciless tormentors, who, 
wet to the skin, but laughing at this lit¬ 
tle mishap, take to their oars and steer 
off a little, to give him room to work. 
As quick as possible after he receives tho 
first harpoon, a second one is thrown • 
this precaution is taken to doubly insure 
the chances of getting him; as whales 
have managed in some cases when this 
expedient has not been resorted to, to 
roll and writhe themselves [clear off the 
harpoon whicl> was embedded in their 
bodies. 

Those who Lave never been in a whale 
boat after a whale, can form no idea of 
the excitement that prevails at such a 
time. Where before was all caution

Night soon came, and we tried to go 
to sleep early, to rise in time for the first 
view of Constantinople the next morn¬ 
ing. We rose soon after day-light, hut 
were there, near the harbor, and much 
of the city before us. The view is beau¬ 
tiful. The palaces of the Sultan are near 
tho water, and the land rises from the 
wharf. This much of this city may he 
seen from the water. When we anchored 
row-boats came to tho ship to remove 
passengers. We went to the custom 
house where our baggaga was inspected 
at once, by means of a small fee, after 
which we were taken to one of the Bos¬ 
phorus steamers, which run regular trips 
the entire length of this river. Boats 
pass about onco once in two hours, each 
way. Tho fare is pretty high since there 
i 3 no competition. One hundred and 
and ten poras to Roumeli Hissar, the 
site of our College, a distance of six miles. 
This is 2f piasters, or thirteen cents, 
U. S. 

Landing from the steamer we hired 
two “homals” to carry our trunks and 
valises. In Missionarys Parmelee’s book 
may he seen a very accurate picture of 
one of these homals carrying his immense 
load. Ho has a kind of saddle for the 
burden, and bends down until his back 
is more horizontal than perpendicular. 

Wc met a kindly greeting and wel¬ 
come at the college, and I should have 
mentioned that my class-mate, at Ham¬ 
ilton *vho has been hero one year, come 
to the steamer, with another teacher, 
to meet us. This was an unexpected 
pleasure, as I presumed he would he ab- 
- sent traveling. 

My journey, now ended, has been full 
of pleasure and information, and I have 
been enabled to see much more than I* 
expected. My present surroundings 
seem to be all that I could desire. The 
situation is certainly delightful.

I replied I had not, when 
they told mo that Mr. Tuller called on 
j Mr. Severance asking him to take 8 of 
his cows to the Fair. He said no, he 
was not able, but Mr. Tuller insisted on 
lis taking them and said if he would, he 
would not take his cows. Mr. Severance 
said to Mr. Tuller if ho wanted to take 
them he could pick out’ 8 and he could 
have one half of the premium, so Mr. Tul¬ 
ler picked out 8 and they went to tlie 
Fair, while some of Mr. Severance’s best 
cows were at home in the pasture. Wheth¬ 
er it was done intentionly or not I do 
not know ; Mr. T. claims to be rather 
an extra hand at pointing out the good 
qualities of a cow, but he failed this time 
After the premiums were declared off Mr. 
T. called ou Mr. S. and said that the 
judges were not competent to judge the 
qualities of cows or to that effect, for 
“they gave me the first and you the 
second, but you was entitled to tho first.” 
After Mr. T. had selected Mr. S’s cows 
he went homo and drove his cows over ; 
it appears that he changed his mind about 
taking his cows after he told Mr. S. that 
he would not take them. It was not 
until then that I said any thing about it 
and then I never mentioned Mr. Searles’ 
name.

Sec. 8. This act shall take effect immediately.

Kouponetlsms. 


Devoted to the Interests of the Deaf-Matm 
of the State of New York. 


A missionary recently returned from 
Bombay, India, tells us some queer stories 
of the beliefs of the natives there. They 
believe in the transmigration of souls. 
Whenever they see a deaf-mute, they 
think that he is somebody who lived long 
ago among them, but in punishment for 
some sin, was ordained to be born again 
and live out his natural life with a curse 
on him. They think the same of the 
blind, the halt and the deformed. And 
moreover they will hardly tolerate the 
presence of such a person among them, 
and are known to practico all sorts of 
cruelties on him. The lot of a deaf-mute 
there must be doubly hard, and with the 
blessings of education to be forever un¬ 
known, it were better for them that they 
were to perish the moment that they 
were bom. 

Fishes, according to Seth Green are 
mutes, and the stories of their going into 
raptures over music and other harmoni¬ 
ous sounds, are all moonshine. 

The lot of the newly arrived pupil, of 
an institution for the deaf is a peculiar 
one. Most of us know pretty much how 
it is ourselves. One, lately arrived at a 
certain institution, is particularly incon¬ 
solable. He can be seen frequenting the 
main hall of the building at all times of 
the day, and every one he meets is duly 
asked in pantomime, but too natural, 
when his pa and ma are coming for him. 
He will remain seated for hours on a step 
of the portico gazing steadily at the west¬ 
ern hills and across their purple rim, for 
by an intuition or instinct bp known that 
-L iu humer '1153 in that direction. In due 
time we suppose he will get over being 
homesick, and will cry for his pa no more. 

While on our route home from the 
Rochester Convention, wo had a laugh 
over the following little incident. The 
car was pretty full of deaf-mutes, ladies 
and gentlemen, and when the conductor 
had got over his stare, he began to col¬ 
lect the tickets- One young lady handed 
him hers, which he took, punched, glanced 
at, and immediately handed back with a 
growl. As his hand was still extended 
she did not know what to think till,look¬ 
ing at the bit of pasteboai’d in her hand, 
she found she had presented to tho con¬ 
ductor a business card of the hotel at 
which she had stopped during her stay 
at the Convention, and thus raised his* 
ire. A hurried search in her pocket 
brought forth the missing ticket and the 
conductor went his way perfectly satis¬ 
fied. 

This reminds us of the time when one 
of our mute friends riding between two 
stations, being poked by the conductor 
for his ticket, timidly pulled out what 
he supposed waB the right article.

“A very touching incident occured 
when Dr. Peet’s remains wei’e carried 
home. Just before the casket was final¬ 
ly closed, a crown of laurel, made by the 
hand of one of his most gifted and be¬ 
loved pupils, Miss M-,was placed upon 

his head ; and with this last exquisi tely 
poetic tribute, the venerated face was 
veiled from sight.” 

Mr. Philips, of Ontario, has an article 
on the “Elements of Human Speech,” in 
which he places himself averse to Mr. 
Bell’s system of “YiBible Speech” as a 
means of communicating articulation to 
deaf-mutes, and he takes Mr. Bell to 
task for putting the cart before the horse. 
Mr. Syle has an article on “Societies and 
Periodicals for the Deaf” which contains 
many good points. 

But perhaps the most attractive article 
of all is one, anonymous, on the “Per¬ 
versity of Deaf-Mutism” by “An Extre¬ 
mist, Nowhere,” or “A Disgusted Peda¬ 
gogue.” The article commends itself and 
is first-rate because it is too true. It 
contains in a few words the gist of the 
controversy which has lately been stirring 
deaf-mute circles, and better than all, it 
fixes the blame for alleged short comings 
where it belongs. Papers for the deaf 
would do well to give it a place in their 
columns. 

Under the head of “Institution Items,” 
the Annals takes a new departure, which 
while attractive as general reading, is 
valuable for reference. We hope it is 
a specialty which will be kept up, and 
made a standing feature. The rest of 
the number is taken up with miscella¬ 
neous matters by the editor. On the 
whole it is an excellent number and just 
the kind one likes for October reading. 


A Doaf-Muto Inventor. 


The following letter was written to 
Mr. Read and printed in the Advance.
